It  has 
been  truly  a cooperative  venture,  with  many,  many  persons  from  Extension 
staffs  and  associated  groups  having  responsibilities  for  its  success.  Those 
who  have  had  the  opportunity  of  being  "back  stage"  on  the  planning  and  arrange 
ments  appreciated  this  fine  cooperation.  Both  the  Extension  Subcommittee  and 
the  USDA  hosts  say  a sincere  "Thank  you." 

Considerable  discussion;.in  the  leaders  meetings  centered  around  future  plans 
for  dates,  name  and  possible  combination  of  this  and  other  national  events. 
Word  of  official  action  on  a National  Events  Committee  report  and  proposed 
change  will  reach  your  Director  through  minutes  of  the  Extension  Committee  on 
Organization  and  Policy.

Enclosed  is  a copy  of  the  new  leaflet  entitled  "Regulations  Governing  the  Use 
and  Authorization  of  the  Name  and  Emblem  of  4-H  Club  Work."  Most  of  the  State 
distribution  officers  have  ordered  supplies  for  distribution  to  State  and  county 
Extension  personnel. 


Our  office  is  currently  in  contact  with  50  or  more  concerns  that  enjoyed 
earlier  authorizations  for  use  of  the  4-H  name  and  emblem  on  regalia,  supplies 
to  be  sold,  literature,  or  other  items.  As  you  may  recall,  these  earlier 
authorizations  are  rescinded,  in  most  cases,  on  June  30,  1955.  Copies  of 
letters  from  our  office  to  these  concerns  are  being  sent  to  State  4-H  Club 
Leaders  in  the  expectation  that  you  will  advise  with  our  office  relative  to 
the  necessity  for  reissuing  authorizations  within  the  State.  The  most  frequent 
problem  relates  to  companies  producing  ribbons,  medals,  and  regalia  items. 

The  Extension  Subcommittee  on  4-H  Club  Work  and  the  Extension  Committee  on 
Organization  and  Policy  recommend  that,  insofar  as  possible,  such  items  be 
distributed  for  sale  through  the  National  Committee  on  Boys  and  Girls  Club  Work. 
An  exception  (made  at  the  June  meeting  of  the  4-H  Subcommittee)  is  the  case 
of  ribbons  for  fairs  which  may  be  purchased  from  authorized  concerns  on  order 
by  Extension  workers  or  fair  associations.

"4-H  Citizenship  Program”  (Washington) , a challenging  leaflet,  has  been  off 
the  press  since  the  first  of  the  year.  Perhaps  some  of  you  have  already 
seen  it. 

"The  Alabama  4-H  Club  Story*1  - Hanchey  E.  Logue  recounts  the  interesting  story 
of  4-H  progress  in  his  State.  We  would  like  to  know  if  other  States  have  done 
recent  leaflets  of  this  type. 

"Making  a Bug  Net"  and  "Making  an  Insect  Spreading  Board"  (Oregon) , are  two 
in  a series  of  leaflets  aimed  to  help  members  understand  key  points  and  de- 
velop interesting  and  informative  demonstrations. 

"Livestock  Range — It;s  Nature  and  Use"  — Part  I:  Range  Plants,  and  Part  II: 
Forage  Values  (Montana).  These  fine  bulletins  prepared  for  4-H  groups  are 
also  popular  with  stockmen. 

"Field  Cron  Leader *s  Guide"  (Montana),  a new  multilith  circular,  gives  informa- 
tion to  help  a local  leader  and  his  club  achieve  a well-rounded  program. 

"A  Guide  for  Babv  Sitters"  (Idaho),  gives  many  helpful  suggestions.  There  are 
coordinated  records  and  an  information  sheet  for  the  Club  member  to  use  in 
outlining  the  responsibilities  with  each  new  family.  The  bulletins  were 
prepared  by  Howard  Shepherd,  newest  member  of  the  State  4-  H Staff. 

"4-H  Results  1954"  (Ohio) , shows  in  graphic  form  some  of  the  measures  of  pro- 
gress in  their  4-H  program.  Its  primary  use  is  with  staff  members. 

"Careers  Ahead"  (National  Project  in  Agricultural  Communications).  The  land- 
grant  colleges  have  purchased  a sizeable  number  for  distribution.  You  might 
want  to  check  with  your  dean  in  charge ,of  resident  agriculture,  if  you  do  not 
already  have  copies  of  this  excellent  publication. 

"On  Tour  with  Milk"  (Pennsylvania) . This  is  another  of  the  interesting  car- 
toon-type  health  leaflets.  Members  are  challenged  to  keep  checking  until  they 
become  Grade  A tourists. 

"Rural  Life  in  Kansas"  - The  interest-getting  letterhead  becomes  the  front 
page  of  a leaflet  issued  for  young  men  and  women  in  Extension. 

"Tons  in  Your  Teens"  - We  find  some  States  using  and  recommending  this  leaf- 
let which  aims  to  help  a youth  become  a "Best  All  Around  Person".  You  could 
get  an  information  copy  or  a quantity  from  United  Fruit  Company,  Pier  3,  North 
River,  New  York,  N.  Y. 
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—Selected  Films  for  World  Understanding”  (a  guide  to  films  for  study  and 
discussion  of  America's  role  in  the  world  today),  was  recently  issued  by  Audio-

CALIFORNIA  - State  Ideas  Letter 

Each  issue  of  the  "Ideas  about  4-H  Clubs  in  California"  now  has  a feature 
topic  describing  successful  methods  used  in  the  various  counties.  A subject 
is  announced,  well  in  advance,  for  each  issue.  The  June  issue  featured  tips 
on  program  planning  for  council  meetings,  community  clubs,  and  Hi  4-H  (Older 
members) . July  issue  will  feature  leader  training. 

COLORADO  - Scholarships 

Twelve  college  scholarships  to  Colorado  4-H  members  are  being  offered  by  the 
Centennial  Foundation  of  Denver.  Applications,  will  be  judged  on  the  basis  of 
overall  Club  records  in  addition  to  participation  in  school  and  community 
activities.  Academic  records  are  also  given  consideration. 

MARYLAND  - Clean-Up  Campaign  of  Large  Proportions 

4-H  Clubs  in  Frederick  County  sparked  a clean-up  campaign  which  involved 
625  workers  and  147  trucks,  in  an  effort  to  clear  county  roads  and  highways  of 
litter.  ^11  told,  they  gathered  and  carted  off  244  loads  of  trash.  Not  only 
were  they  interested  in  clearing  the  roadsides  of  litter  but  of  planning  ways 
to  keep  them  clean, 

MINNESOTA  - Group  award s for  community  service 

County  rural  youth  groups  will  be  recognized  for  outstanding  community  service. 
Three  county  groups  are  to  be  honored  during  1955. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

The  Health  Program  for  4-H  members  in  New  Hampshire  is  being  revitalized.  A 
committee  of  volunteer  4-H  leaders,  county  4-H  agents  and  State  personnel  met 
recently  to  discuss  the  present  program  and  to  add  new  life  to  it.  The  com- 
mittee agreed  that  health  should  be  offered  as  a project  and  as  an  activity. 
Eight  units  on  4-H  Health  and  Personality  will  be  offered. 

NORTH  CAROLINA  - Foundation  concentrates  on  Camp  funds 

The  4-H  Club  Foundation  of  North  Carolina  has  launched  a campaign  to  raise  fund 
to  complete  a 4-H  Camp  for  Negro  youth  at  Hammock  Beach  in  Onslow  County. 

NORTH  DAKOTA  - Loan  fund  in  memory  of  former  State  Leader 

In  memory  of  the  late  Martin  C.  Altenburg,  a fund  is  being  established  to  pro- 
vide educational  loans  for  4-H  members  attending  North  Dakota  Agricultural 
College.  Contributions  are  being  administered  by  a student  loan  committee. 
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OHIO  - Portrait  of  a Pioneer 

A portrait  of  A.  B.  Graham  will  be  hung  in  the  new  Youth  Center  at  the  Ohio 
State  Fairgrounds.  The  plan  is  for  the  lobby  of  the  Center  to  become  the 
official  place  to  hang  portraits  of  persons  who  have  made  outstanding  contri- 
butions to  youth  programs  in  the  State.  Mr.  Graham's  portrait  will  be  the 
first  to  be  hung. 

OREGON  - More  Junior  Leader  Work 

More  training  for  junior  leaders  has  been  a major  goal  of  the  recent  4-H  summer 
school.  Growing  interest  of  older  club  members  in  continuing  4-H  has  prompted 
scheduling  of  more  classes  in  counseling  and  leadership. 

WEST  VIRGINIA  - Interesting  Community  Project 

Attention  is  being  focused  on  a community  project,  where  Club  members  have 
planted  land  to  trees.  However , something  more  will  be  done  than  furnishing 
and  planting  the  trees.  The  trees  will  be  cared  for,  harvested,  and  sold  by 
the  members  as  Christmas  trees.  The  money  will  be  turned  over  to  the  Community 
Church  to  be  applied  to  the  building  fund. 

WISCONSIN  - Reporting  Youth  Work 

All  county  home  demonstration  council  youth  committees  fill  out  a report  of 
ways  they  have  assisted  4-H  and  other  youth  in  their  county.  The  combined 
report  becomes  a valuable  source  of  ideas.  Copies  of  the  report  form  may  be 
secured  from  Miss  Blanche  L.  Lee,  Assistant  Director  (Home  Economics).
